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Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  1966. 

The  annual  figures  show  little  significant  change.  There  was  an 
estimated  population  increase  of  40  persons  and  almost  100  more  houses.  The  birth 
and  death  rates  were  a  little  lower,  and  higher  than  the  National  rates  respectively, 
as  might  be  expected  from  the  age  distribution  of  our  residents. 

The  district  is  now  part  of  a  much  larger  Area  for  which  the 
distribution  of  water  supplies  is  the  responsibility  of  the  North  and  Mid  Cornwall 
Mater  Board.  Apart  from  periodic  sampling  of  public  supplies  and  assistance 

with  private  sources,  the  Council  takes  little  active  part  in  the  provision  of  the 
water  supplies  of  its  district.  Fluoridation  of  supplies  is  not  yet  accomplished, 
although  the  principle  has  been  accepted  by  the  County  Council  for  some  considerable 
time  now. 


Good  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  sewerage  systems  for  a 
number  of  parishes.  Lanivet,  St.  Merryn,  St.  Issey  and  Little  Petherick  schemes 
are  now  operating,  whilst  that  for  Blisland  is  in  course  of  construction.  There 
are  still  parishes  requiring  systems  urgently,  and  the  choice  of  priorities  is  not 
an  easy  one.  The  most  frequent  sources  of  complaint  are  certainly  from  the  coastal 
parishes,  where  existing  disposal  systems  become  overloaded  by  the  influx  of  visitors 
during  the  summer  months.  On  the  other  hand  the  permanent  source  of  pollution  of 
the  River  Camel,  i.e.  Wadebridge  Town,  is  causing  some  concern  to  the  Cornwall  River 
Authority.  The  public  health  risks  are  very  small  in  either  case,  and  considered 
on  aesthetic  grounds  we  have  always  favoured  the  coastal  parishes,  where  the  visible 
evidences  of  pollution  have  been  more  obvious.  It  would  be  wrong  to  assume  that 
Wadebridge  Town  is  the  only  source  of  pollution  of  the  River  Camel,  which  in  fact 
takes  sewage  effluent  from  works  throughout  its  length.  Samples  of  river  water 
submitted  in  1959  produced  the  following  results s- 

Coliforra  bacilli  Faecal  Coli 

Cnmelford  1600  250 

Wadebridge  1600  350 

Adding  to  this  problem  is  the  increasing  abstraction  of  water  from 
the  De  Lank  River  (a  major  unpolluted  contributor  to  the  Camel's  volume)  by  the 
Water  Board.  Their  requirements  have  recently  been  increased  by  £-  million  gallons 
per  day,  and  already  this  appears  to  be  inadequate. 

Naturally  one  would  like  to  see  these  much  needed  systems  installed 
simultaneously,  but  the  tremendous  cost  which  would  be  incurred  make  me  believe 
that  the  existing  conditions  will  continue  for  some  years  to  come.  A  penny  rate 
product  of  £1,585  makes  it  virtually  impossible  for  a  small  rural  authority  to  face 
the  expenditure  of  some  £1  million  in  a  short  period  of  time.  Unless  additional 
revenue  is  available,  either  through  the  Exchequer  grants  or  increased  rateable 
value,  from  industrial  or  private  development,  I  can  see  no  prospect  of  rapid  change. 
Alternatively,  the  reduction  of  the  demands  of  precepting  authorities  could  help. 

Each  increase  in  the  County  rate  is  a  disincentive  to  authorities  of  this  size  to 
fulfil  their  functions  adequately. 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
of  the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  officers  during  the  year,  and  in  particular 
to  Mr.  Crowle  for  his  contribution  to  this  report.

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III  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Hospitals .  The  major  hospitals  providing  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  patients 
are  the  Royal  Cornwall  Hospital,  Treliskej  The  City  Hospital,  Truro;  Redruth  Miners' 

&  General  (obstetrics  and  gynaecology)  and  St.  Lawrence's  Hospital,  Bod;, in  (fcr  the 
mentally  ill).  A  small  proportion  of  patients  is  referred  to  the  Plymouth  Group 
of  Hospitals  from  the  eastern  part  of  the  district.  Out-patient  services  for  major 
specialties  are  at  the  E=st  Cornwall  Hospital,  Bodmin,  which  has  also  26  "General 
Practitioner"  beds.  The  obstetric  department  of  the  Redruth  Hospital  has  an  out¬ 
patient  clinic  in  County  Council  premises  in  Wadebridge  each  week.  Following  the 
recent  breakdown  in  the  X  Ray  Unit  at  the  East  Cornwall  Hospital,  the  Department 
has  recently  been  enlarged  and  fitted  with  new  equipment.  The  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  visits  Bodmin  each  fortnight,  on  Fridays,  and  is  available  to  General 
Practitioners  and  the  Public.  The  National  Transfusion  Service  visits  the  district 
several  times  each  year. 

County  Council  Services. 

Ambulance  Service.  The  district  is  supplied  with  ambulance  transport  mainly 
by  the  vehicles  stationed  at  the  Radio  controlled  centre  in  Bodmin,  frequently 
assisted  by  the  ambulances  of  the  Voluntary  Associations  situated  at  Wadebridge 
and  Padstow.  The  service  was  adequate  during  1966. 

Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery.  The  Rural  District  has  seven  District  Nurse  - 
Midwives  and  one  General  Duty  Nurse,  who  provided  an  adequate  service  during  the 
year.  Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  classes  are  held  in  Wadebridge  each  fortnight. 

The  domiciliary  confinements  numbered  130  during  the  year. 

H-alth  Visiting.  One  full  time  health  visitor  undertakes  the  duty  of 
supervision  of  tubercular  patients  and  their  contacts.  The  District  Nurse  Midwives 
are  also  Health  Visitor  trained  and  undertake  normal  health  visitor's  duties. 

Home  Help.  Domestic  assistance  is  supplied  through  the  agency  of  the  W.V.S. 
Organiser.  Most  of  the  help  is  supplied  free  to  elderly  people. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  Service.  Protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  can  be  obtained  through  County  Council 
Clinics,  General  Practitioners  and  School  Health  Services.  Vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  is  given  at  Chest  clinics  and  routinely  to  entrants  to  County 
Secondary  Schools.  Yellow  Fever  vaccination  can  be  obtained  at  the  Health  Area 
Office  in  Truro  by  arrangement. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre.  This  continues  to  be  held  weekly  on  Fridays,  a  medical 
officer  being  in  attendance  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Fridays. 

Welfare  Services.  The  County  Welfare  Department  is  increasing  its  scope  and 
the  Field  Workers  now  include  Welfare  Officer,  Blind  Social  Worker,  Family  Social 
Worker  and  Moral  and  Social  Welfare  Worker,  available  at  the  County  Council  premises, 
Wadebridge. 

Mental  Health.  The  Authorised  Officer  and  Social  Worker  in  Mental  Health 
supervise  the  mentally  ill  in  their  own  homes  and  provide  a  follow-up  service  for 
patients  admitted  to  St.  Lawrence's  Hospital.  They  also  supervise  arrangements  to 
be  made  for  the  mentally  sub-normal. 

Screening  Clinics.  Cervical  cytology,  breast  and  urine  examinations  are 
available  at  the  Ccunty  Council  Clinic,  Brooklyn. 

Other  Services. 

Pre-School  Playgroup.  This  unit  has  been  functioning  successfully  at  Brooklyn 
for  some  years  and  provides  a  useful  means  of  socialising  children  in  the  3-5  year 
age  group  and  preparing  them  for  school  admission. 

Mothers'  Club.  A  flourishing  Mothers'  Club  exists  which  meets  weekly, 
providing  social  and  educational  facilities  for  young  mothers. 
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Faraily  Planning .  The  Family  Planning  Association  holds  three  clinics  a  month 
at  Brooklyn. 

Chiropody  Service.  The  Council  make  an  annual  contribution  (£5 0  during  1966) 
to  the  Wadebridge  &  District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  towards  the  cost  of  the 
chiropody  service  provided  for  elderly  people  in  the  Wadebridge,  Port  Isaac  and 
Lanivet  areas. 

School  Health.  Routine  inspection  revealed  no  evidence  of  significant  malnutrition, 
the  general  physical  state  of  the  majority  of  children  being  very  good.  Minor 
improvements  in  the  sanitary  and  heating  systems  have  continued  in  the  schools 
throughout  the  district.  Regular  visits  to  the  Secondary  School  have  continued  to 
be  of  value. 

IV  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supplies.  The  major  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  from  the  North 
6  Mid  Cornwall  Water  Board's  source  at  Dc  Lank,  where  full  treatment  is  given. 

The  pH  of  the  raw  water  is  on  average  6.5,  whilst  the  treated  water  is  corrected 
to  about  7.5.  The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  produces  sterile  samples. 
All  parishes  with  the  exception  of  Lanhydrock  have  a  piped  water  supply  to  their 
dwellings  but,  as  in  Lanhydrock,  some  isolated  farms  and  groups  of  houses  still 
rely  on  private  we 11s,  bore  holes  or  springs.  Wadebridge  To  n  is  supplied  mostly 
from  local  sources  at  Hustyn  (pH  5.9),  Trcgwindles  (pH  6.1)  and  Haycrcck  (pH  5.5), 
supplemented  on  occasions  by  water  from  the  Dc  Lank  source.  These  sources  are 
unfiltered  and  until  recently  unchlorinated.  The  Board  has  now  covered  the 
reservoir  at  Coronation  Pork  and  applied  a  chlorinator.  The  complaints  which 
frequently  arise  in  connection  with  this  supply  relate  to  discolouration  and  are 
inherent  in  the  system.  An  un-filtered  low  pH.  water  in  old  mains  containing 
considerable  amounts  of  deposited  material  becoming  disturbed  at  times  of  heavy 
flow  is  the  main  cause  for  complaint. 

Thirty  eight  samples  of  w ater  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  of  which  eighteen  were  unsatisfactory.  Only  two  unsatisfactory  samples 
related  to  public  supply  and  these  were  from  the  Wadebridge  source.  The  remainder 
were  from  private  supplies  and  appropriate  advice  was  given  in  these  cases 
concerning  the  precautions  to  be  taken  until  sterile  supplies  could  be  obtained. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  public  supplies  is  known  to  be  low 
and  well  below  the  optimum  amount  required  for  dental  protection.

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Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal. 

(1)  St.  f.erryn  and  St.  Issey  Sewerage.  Progress  on  both  these  schemes  was  maintained 
during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  completed  during  1967. 

(2)  St.  iviinver  Lowlands  and  Blisland  Schemes.  Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
Blisland  scheme  and  construction  commenced  in  March  1967.  The  progress  with  the 
St.  f.Iinver  Lowlands  scheme  has  not  been  so  good  and  no  local  encuiry  has  yet 
been  held.  The  provision  of  a  sewerage  scheme  for  this  area  is  urgently 
required. 

(3)  Port  Isaac  and  St.  Minver  Highlands  Schemes.  These  are  still  in  the  course  of 
preparation  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  above  the  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  in  many  villages, 
e.g.  St.  Tudy,  St.  Mabyn,  Nanstallon,  Trelights,  Rumford  and  Amble  are  urgently 
required.  Wadebridge  Town  will  have  to  be  included  early  in  the  list  as  a  result 
of  pressure  from  the  Cornwall  River  Authority. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  The  Council  continued  to  use  the  refuse  tip  at 
Treworder.  This  is  only  partially  controlled  but  gave  rise  to  no  complaint  during 
1966. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

To  meet  the  need  of  tourists  with  caravans  and  tents,  two  new  sites  were  licensed  for 
a  total  of  160  tents  and  vans.  They  should  be  in  use  during  1967.  The  provision  of 
this  type  of  site  with  all  amenities  required  by  the  Act  is  worthy  of  encouragement.

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There  were  186  inspections  of  these  premises  made.  Conditions  were  found 
to  be  generally  satisfactory.  Food  hygiene  posters  were  distributed  and  advice 
given  regarding  cleansing  and  general  hygiene. 

Submitted  to  the  laboratory  were  46  samples  of  ice  cream.  They  were 
graded  as  follows :- 

Grade  1  -  20.  Grade  2  -  17.  Grade  3-7.  Grade  4-2. 

In  the  case  of  grades  3  and  4  advice  w*Vs  given  on  improved  methods  of 
storage  and  serving  ice  cream. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  at  which  regular  slaughtering 
takes  place.  There  was  a  lapse  of  slaughtering  at  St.  Merryn  from  June  1965  to  May 
1966  following  a  change  in  ownership.  During  the  year  all  carcases  and  offal  were 
inspected  prior  to  removal  from  slaughterhouses,  and  stamped  when  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  Three  contraventions  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Regulations  were  remedied 
informally.  Three  samples  of  meat  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  pathological  report.

HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance* 

Ten  houses  were  closed  during  1966  by  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  in  respect 
of  individual  unfit  houses.  No  slum  clearance  procedures  were  instituted.  Five 
families  consisting  of  nine  persons  were  re-housed  from  sub-standard  dwellings.

Measles  continued  to  be  the  most  frequently  notified  infectious  disease. 
Tuberculosis  still  appears  in  the  notifications.  At  present  the  district  has 
twenty  notified  cases  of  pulmonary  and  three  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The 
usual  round  of  Heaf  testing  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  conducted  for  entrants  to 
Secondary  Schools.  The  positive  rate  w as  extremely  small,  and  a  good  response  to 
vaccination  was  obtained.
